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To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milan: 

The  School  District  meeting  of  March  3,  1975,  will  undoubt- 
edly be  the  most  important  meeting  for  many  years  to  come. 
Two  matters  will  be  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  1)  the 
pending  school  addition,  and  2)  the  size  of  the  pending  budget. 
In  both  cases  some  hard  decisions  will  need  to  be  made  and  the 
result  will  become  the  reality  for  all  of  us  for  the  coming  year. 
Needless  to  say  we  need  everyone  in  the  community  present  and 
willing  to  help  all  of  us  decide  what  is  best  for  the  town. 

Warrant 

This  year  the  school  warrant  will  contain  14  articles,  4  of 
which  have  been  included  by  petition,  I  will  not  attempt  to  relate 
to  the  petition  articles  as  I  do  not  represent  or  know  the  motiva- 
tions of  those  wishing  the  articles  included  in  the  warrant.  How- 
ever, of  the  10  remaining  articles  some  are  in  need  of  an  explana- 
tion as  well  as  some  background  in  order  to  enable  you  to  vote 
wisely  on  them. 

Article  6  represents  the  first  and  perhaps  most  important 
article  in  the  warrant.  Not  only  do  we  raise  the  money  for  the 
construction  of  an  addition  but  you  allow  the  school  board  to 
raise  the  sum  through  a  10  year  note  or  the  sale  of  bonds.  In 
either  case  the  towm  places  itself  in  debt  for  a  period  of  10  years. 

Perhaps  many  of  you  will  ask  why  we  need  a  new  school  addi- 
tion. Others  will  say  that  it  is  too  costly.  Some  may  even  feel  we 
should  tuition  the  children  to  Berlin  or  renovate  some  existing 
building.  Let  me  say  that  your  last  two  study  committees  have 
discussed  all  possible  options  which  had  some  possibility.  Your 
Building  Committee  was  given  the  results  of  their  work  and  in  the 
final  analysis  agreed  with  their  findings.  Thus  it  would  seem  that 
your  Building  Committee  has  done  its  homework  and  is  ready  to 
propose  what  it  feels  the  community  can  afford.  I  am  sure  some 
people  will  take  opposite  sides  on  this  issue.  However,  regardless 
how  the  questions  placed  before  you  are  resolved  some  provisions 
must  be  made  to  educate  your  children. 

The  need  for  a  new  school  addition  is  simply  a  question  of 
numbers.  We  will  have  38-46  children  in  grades  5  &  6.  Not  only 
can't  we  have  the  children  in  the  present  basement  classroom  but 
we    are    in    fact    required    to    keep    our    class    sizes    under    30. 
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Therefore,  if  we  are  to  split  the  class  in  half  we  need  2  rooms,  one 
to  remove  the  children  from  the  baspment  and  one  to  house  the 
other  half  of  the  split  grade  which  will  then  become  two  sections, 
one  grade  5  and  one  grade  6. 

The  cost  of  the  project  has  been  set  at  $70,500.00  plus 
$800.00  for  new  siding  on  the  existing  building.  This  means  a 
total  of  $71,300  or  $7,130.00  per  year  over  a  ten-year  period.  Of 
the  $7,130.00  the  State  of  N.H.  will  pay  back  to  the  community 
30%  to  help  them  pay  for  the  building.  Above  ::he  principal  pay- 
ment of  $7,130.00  there  will  be  an  interest  payment  of  approx- 
imately 6%  or  less  on  the  money  borrowed.  In  addition  to  the 
principal  and  interest  payments  there  will  be  a  one  time  invest- 
ment in  equipment  to  put  in  the  classrooms. 

The  question  of  tuitioning  our  children  to  Berlin  was  raised 
before  the  voters  a  year  ago.  At  that  time  the  people  did  not  feel 
they  wished  to  tuition  their  children  below  grade  7.  Based  on  the 
present  known  construction  cost  and  the  estimated  tuition  rates 
for  next  year  it  would  appear  that  the  construction  of  an  addition 
will  be  the  less  costly  of  the  two  choices.  Materials  supporting 
this  statement  will  be  made  available  to  the  public  well  in  advance 
of  the  School  District  Meeting  on  March  3, 

As  for  the  question  of  renovation  of  an  existing  building  in 
Milan,  this  possibility  was  looked  into.  Not  only  is  there  not  a 
suitable  building,  but  public  funds  can  not  be  expended  on  private 
buildings.  Leasing  arrangements,  however,  could  have  been  made 
after  any  such  building  was  renovated  by  the  owners  to  meet  state 
health  and  fire  standards.  The  end  result  of  these  inquiries  led 
everyone  to  believe  leasing  or  renovations  were  not  the  answer. 

Article  8  was  placed  in  the  warrant  to  provide  an  alternative  to 
the  voters  should  they  vote  down  the  building  addition.  Should 
the  town  wish  to  change  its  mind  it  could  Vete  this  article.  Hope- 
fully Berlin  would  then  be  willing  to  accept  our  children  should 
this  be  done. 

Article  9  may  or  may  not  be  needed.  Should  some  unclear 
areas  of  the  AREA  Agreement  with  Berlin  be  defined  and  accept- 
able with  both  parties  there  will  be  no  need  to  have  such  a  com- 
mittee to  study  the  agreement  with  Berlin  and  propose  changes  at 
our  meeting  in  March,  1976.  A  further  report  will  be  provided  to 
the  voters  at  the  annual  meeting.  Hopefully  what  has  been  worked 
out  with  your  school  board  will  be  acceptable  to  all  of  you  at  our 
meeting  in  March. 

Article  10  asks  for  a  deficit  appropriation  of  $6,900.72  to 
cover  the  increased  costs  of  tuition.     Last  year  at  this  time  the 
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school  board  budget  was  based  on  estimated  tuition  costs  to 
Berlin.  Late  in  the  fall  of  1974  the  state  figures  came  out  and 
were  much  greater  than  anticipated.  The  difference  can  be  seen 
below  in  my  illustration: 

1974-75  Estimated  1974-75  Actual 

Elementary  $645.12  $     927.57 

Junior  High  912.48  957.02 

Senior  High  920.40  1,043.38 

As  you  can  see  there  exists  substantial  differences  between  the 
two.  The  result  of  this  change  is  a  $6,900.72  deficit  in  this  year's 
budget. 

_The  other  article  found  in  the  warrant,  other  than  the  petition 
articles,  are  similar  to  that  of  past  years  and  perhaps  need  little  if 
any  explanations.  If  needed  an  explanation  will  be  provided  on 
the  floor  of  the  meeting. 

Budget 

The  budget  for  the  1975-76  school  year  is  the  largest  ever 
placed  before  the  town.  As  in  previous  years  the  largest  part  of 
that  budget  is  found  in  tuition  at  a  figure  of  $116,527.00  or 
52.2%  of  the  total  budget.  These  costs  can  not  be  controlled  and 
are  totally  dependent  on  Berlin  and  what  happens  there. 

Of  the  remaining  47.8%  of  the  budget  large  portions  represent 
fixed  amounts  which  may  not  be  reduced  if  we  are  to  operate  our 
school.  Obviously,  those  parts  that  are  not  fixed  will  bear  the 
brunt  of  any  budget  cut  should  there  be  one.  Perhaps  to  bring 
out  this  point  more  clearly  some  background  information  is 
needed.  Based  on  figures  supplied  by  the  State  Milan  School 
District  spends  $519,00  on  each  child  it  educates  in  its  school 
Or.  1-6.  State  average  costs  for  the  same  grades  is  $885.00  per 
child.  As  you  can  see  Milan  spends  substantially  less  than  the 
average  in  N,  H.  Further,  among  154  towns  which  have  schools 
Milan  ranks  5th  from  the  bottom.  Simply  stated,  even  minor  cuts 
will  place  our  educational  system  at  the  very  bottom  of  ail 
schools  in  N.  H.  Where  you  go  from  the  bottom  only  God  knows. 
In  closing,  what  I  am  attempting  to  point  out  here  is  quite  simple. 
Any  budget  reductions  which  can  be  made  can  only  come  from 
the  operation  of  the  local  school.  Such  a  reduction  will  only 
hurt  the  education  of  your  children  in  the  end.

Petition 

Your  school  board  will  have  prepared  in  a'^vance  of  the  March 
meeting  a  petition  addressed  to  the  Governor  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education  seeking  greater  funding  under  the 
Foundation  Aid  Program.  This  program  which  was  made  into  law 
some  years  ago  was  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  poorer  towns 
of  the  state  to  provide  a  minimum  education  for  its  children. 
Under  the  funding  of  past  years  Milan  has  received  $30,756.00  of 
aid.  (Based  on  an  appropriation  of  3.4  million).  Presently  there 
are  plans  to  increase  this  appropriation  by  1.3  million.  Should 
this  be  passed  in  Concord,  Milan  could  receive  an  additional 
$11,000.00  of  State  Aid.  Your  support  of  this  increase  or  a 
greater  increase  could  help  Milan  a  great  deal.  When  you  are 
asked  to  sign  a  petition  I  hqpe  you  will  do  so.  If  you  want  to  do 
more,  write  letters  to  your  representatives  and  to  Arthur  Drake, 
Chairman,  Appropriations  Committee,  State  House,  Concord, 
N.  H.  03301  and  let  him  know  how  you  feel.  With  the  lowest 
amount  of  taxable  property  behind  each  child  in  the  state,  Milan 
needs  help  desparately.  Will  you  do  your  part  to  put  this  point 
across  to  those  who  need  to  know?  I  hope  you  will  give  it  some 
thought  and  lend  your  help. 

Summary 

Milan  is  facing  a  most  difficult  situation  in  the  coming  year. 
There  are  no  solutions  other  than  perhaps  more  adequate  funding 
of  Foundation  Aid  by  the  State.  We  have  reached  a  point  where 
something  must  be  done.  Unfortunately  the  solutions  are  limited 
and  in  the  final  analysis  can  do  little  to  alter  what  seems  to  be 
happening. 

March  of  1975  will  bring  to  a  close  the  long  School  Board 
career  of  Mrs.  Alta  Campbell.  During  the  past  four  years  it  has 
been  my  pleasure  to  work  with  her.  She  has  represented  Milan 
well  and  stands  out  as  a  credit  to  the  community  as  a  whole.  I 
only   hope   the  town  will  realize  its  great  loss  when  she  leaves. 
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The  operation  of  a  school  district  requires  the  involvement  of 
everyone,  not  only  your  school  board  and  your  teachers.  Parents 
share  a  major  part  in  making  a  school  what  it  is  or  in  some  cases 
what  it  is  not.  Though  we  have  much  to  do  much  remains  to  be 
done.  Pulling  together  we  can  provide  your  children  with  a  good 
education.  To  those  of  you  who  have  pulled  together  with  us  in 
the  past  I  give  my  sincere  thanks.  Without  you  the  task  of  educa- 
tion would  have  been  impossible.

January  to  June  of  1974  presented  no  unusual  health  prob- 
lems. In  the  fall  an  outbreak  of  pediculosis  (head  lice)  was 
quickly  contained  because  of  the  fine  cooperation  and  reporting 
of  the  parents  involved.  Again  Mr.  W.  Mclaughlin  of  the  UNH 
Cooperative  Extension  taught  a  unit  in  nutrition  to  the  children, 
this  time  four  weeks  rather  than  eight  weeks.  This  program  is 
planned  on  a  two  year  rotation  basis  as  long  as  it  is  available. 
Because  pre-school  clinics,  physicals,  and  T.B.  testing  has  been 
absorbed  by  the  Milan  Home  Nursing  Center  more  time  is  now 
available,  under  the  36  day  nurses  contract,  for  health  teaching 
and  other  school  activities.
